1.  The  said  municipality  shall  be  called  and 
known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “  The  Corpo¬ 
ration  of  the  Village  of  Squamish.”

3.  The  provisions  contained  in  the  Schedule 
to  the  “  Village  Municipalities  Act  ”  shall,  ex¬ 
cept  as  vai'ied  by  the  terms  of  this  Letters 
Patent,  apply  to  the  said  municipality. 

4.  All  taxes  levied  for  the  year  1947  and 
for  any  of  the  years  prior  thereto  under  the 
“  Taxation  Act  ”  and  “  Public  Schools  Act  ”  in 
respect  of  the  area  comprised  in  the  munici¬ 
pality  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner  provided 
in  those  Acts  respectively. 

5.  For  the  year  1948  the  revenue  of  the 
Village  Municipality  of  Squamish  shall  include 
the  taxes  levied  under  the  “  Taxation  Act  ”  for 
the  said  year  1948  upon  the  real  property 
within  the  said  Village  Municipality  of 
Squamish.

E.  T.  Kenney,  [  WHEREAS  by  section 
Minister  of  Lands  j  » V  49  of  the  “  Water 
and  Forests  [  Act,  1939,”  it  is  provided 
that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
incorporate  a  ti’act  of  land  and  the  owners 
thereof  into  an  improvement  district: 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  by  Order  in  Council  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  said  Act  been  pleased  to  order 
that  the  tract  of  land  hereinafter  described 
and  the  owners  thereof  be  incorporated  into 
an  improvement  district  under  the  said  Act, 
and  has  made  further  pi'ovisions  to  the  tenor 
and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim : — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  comprising  the  parts 
of  Lots  41,  43,  and  223,  Similkameen  Division 
of  Yale  District,  shown  as  Lots  1  to  22,  in¬ 
clusive,  on  a  plan  prepared  by  H.  Earle, 
B.C.L.S.,  from  a  survey  completed  on  March 
13th,  1945,  and  Sub-lot  2  of  District  Lot  2709, 
Similkameen  Division  of  Yale  District,  and  all 
subdivisions  of  land  in  the  said  tract  and  the 
owners  of  land  therein  are  incorporated  into 
an  improvement  district  under  the  “  Water 
Act,  1939,”  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
thereof  and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  con¬ 
tained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “  Osoyoos  Irrigation  District.”

G.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  call

(b)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  the  meeting  and  to 
elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or 
have  occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to 
occur  among  the  Trustees: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year: 

(d)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing 
fiscal  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpo.se  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a 
general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  notice  posted  up 
in  a  conspicuous  public  place  at  the  building- 
in  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of 
all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting-  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting 
the  persons  qualified  to  be  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee  and  to  vote  shall  be  British 
subjects  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and

ORDER  No.  39  (1948). 

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage 

FOR  First-aid  Attendants. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act”  and  the  “Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expres¬ 
sion  “  first-aid  attendant  ”  means  every  em¬ 
ployee  employed  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a  first- 
aid  attendant  who  is  in  possession  of  an  indus¬ 
trial  first-aid  certificate  and  is  designated  by 
his  employer  as  the  first-aid  attendant  in 
charge,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act  ”  of  British 
Columbia. 

2.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  first- 
aid  attendant  shall  be  seventy -five  cents  (75c.) 
per  hour. 

3.  That  every  first-aid  attendant  shall  be 
paid  not  less  than  time  and  one-half  his  regu¬ 
lar  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in  excess 
of  8  hours  per  day  or  44  hours  per  week. 

{a)  This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime 
rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to; — 

( i )  First-aid  attendants  working  under 
arrangements  with  respect  to  hours  of 
work  established  pursuant  to  section  5 
or  section  11  (3)  or  section  11  (4)  of 
the  “Hours  of  Work  Act”  until  the 
first-aid  attendant  has  completed  the 
hours  so  established: 

(ii)  Persons  who  are  exempt  from 
the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the  “  Hours 
of  Woi’k  Act  ”  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  4  of  the  said  Act: 

(iii)  First-aid  attendants  while  em¬ 
ployed  making  shingle-bolts,  or  as  emer¬ 
gency  fire-fighters,  or  regularly  em¬ 
ployed  as  boom-men  or  boat-men;  and 
first-aid  attendants  covered  by  the  Order 
of  the  Board  establishing  a  minimum 
wage  in  the  cook-  and  bunk-house  occu¬ 
pation  in  unorganized  territory: 

(b)  This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime 
rate  of  pay  may  be  varied  by  the  Board 
to  meet  the  conditions  that  may  apply 
when : — 
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(i)  Any  industrial  undertaking  or 
class  of  industrial  undertakings  as  de¬ 
fined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  is 
exempt  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the 
operations  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ” 
pursuant  to  section  12  of  the  said  Act; 
or 

(ii)  A  _  regulation  is  made  by  the 
Board  with  respect  to  an  industrial 
undertaking  as  defined  in  the  “  Hours 
of  Work  Act”  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  11  (2)  of  the  said  Act. 

4.  (a)  No  first-aid  attendant  shall  be  paid 
less  than  an  amount  equal  to  4  hours  at  his 
regular  rate  of  pay  in  any  one  day,  except  by 
written  permission  of  the  Board. 

(6)  A  first-aid  attendant  reporting  for  work 
on  the  call  of  an  employer  shall  be  paid  at  his 
regular  rate  of  pay  by  the  employer  for  the 
entire  period  spent  at  the  place  of  work  in 
response  to  the  call.  The  employer  shall  in 
no  case  pay  the  first-aid  attendant  less  than 
the  equivalent  of  2  hours  at  his  regular  rate 
of  pay.  Where,  in  response  to  a  call,  a  first- 
aid  attendant  commences  work,  clause  (a)  of 
this  section  shall  govern  with  respect  to  the 
daily  guarantee. 

5.  That  when,  in  addition  to  his  first-aid 
duties,  a  first-aid  attendant  is  employed  in  any 
other  occupation  for  which  a  higher  minimum 
wage  than  that  fixed  by  this  Order  is  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Board,  such  first-aid  attendant 
shall  be  paid  the  higher  minimum  wage  so 
fixed. 

6.  That  when  a  first-aid  attendant  is  attend¬ 
ing  a  patient  while  being  conveyed  to  the 
office  of  a  medical  practitioner,  hospital,  or 
other  destination,  the  actual  expenses  and 
transportation  costs  of  said  first-aid  attendant 
shall  be  in  addition  to  the  minimum  wage  here¬ 
in  set  forth. 

7.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  of  his 
employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the 
employee  up  to  a  day  not  more  than  8  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

8.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establish¬ 
ment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby 
may  have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same: — 

(a)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

(h)  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts 
and  intervals  free  from  duty  of  each 
of  his  employees: 

9.  (1)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in 
his  establishment  a  true  and  correct  record 
in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid 
to  and  the  hours  worked  each  day  by  each  of 
his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the 
English  language  of  the  names,  ages,  occu¬ 
pations,  and  residential  addresses  of  all  of 
his  employees. 

(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand 
of  the  Board  or  any  person  authorized  in 
writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board,  produce  for  inspection  all  records 
kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of 
labour,  or  conditions  of  labour  and  employ¬ 
ment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees.

ORDER  No.  7  (1948). 


Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage 
FOR  Radio  Technicians. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act”  and  the  “Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expres¬ 
sion  “  radio  technician  ”  means  any  employee 
engaged  in : — 

(a)  The  designing,  repairing,  adjusting,  and 
installing  of  radio  and  electronic  equip¬ 
ment,  including  home  radio  receivers, 
record-playing  apparatus,  public-address 
and  audio-amplifier  systems,  and  indus¬ 
trial  electronic  equipment;  and 

(5)  The  designing,  repairing,  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  long-  and  short-wave  and 
ultra-high  frequency  receiving  and 
transmitting  equipment. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  all  radio 
technicians  and  their  employers,  except  per¬ 
sons  employed  as  radio  technicians  in  radio 
broadcast  stations. 

3.  That  except  as  pi’ovided  in  section  4  of 
this  Order  the  minimum  wage  for  every  i-adio 
technician  shall  be  eighty  cents  (80c.)  per 
hour. 

4.  Radio  technicians  classified  under  section 
6  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Watre  Act  ”  or  sec¬ 
tion  5  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  ” 
for  whose  employment  permits  in  writing  have 
been  issued  by  the  Board  shall  be  paid  not 
less  than  the  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed 
in  the  permit. 

5.  (a)  No  I’adio  technician  shall  be  paid 
less  than  an  amount  equal  to  4  hours  at  his 
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regular  rate  of  pay  in  any  one  day,  except  by 
written  permission  of  the  Board. 

{h)  A  radio  technician  reporting  for  work 
on  the  call  of  an  employer  shall  be  paid  not 
less  than  his  regular  rate  of  pay  by  the  em¬ 
ployer  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the  place 
of  work  in  response  to  the  call.  The  employer 
shall  in  no  case  pay  the  radio  technician  less 
than  the  equivalent  of  2  hours  at  his  regular 
rate  of  pay.  Where,  in  response  to  a  call, 
a  radio  technician  commences  work,  clause  (o) 
of  this  section  shall  govern  with  respect  to  the 
daily  guarantee. 

C).  That  every  radio  technician  shall  be  i)aid 
not  less  than  time  and  one-half  of  his  regular 
rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  woi'ked  in  excess  of 
8  hours  per  day  or  44  hours  per  week.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

“TOWN  PLANNING  ACT.” 


March  12th,  19^8. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  Part  III  of 
the  “  Towm  Planning  Act,”  being  chapter 
287  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1936,”  as  amended.  His  Honour  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to 
approve  the  following  regulations:  — 

1.  These  regulations  shall  apply  to  the  area 
described  as  D.L.  172,  Group  1,  New  West¬ 
minster  District. 

2.  The  area  defined  in  Regulation  1  is  here¬ 
inafter  called  “  the  area,”  and  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  Connaught  Heights  Regulated  Area.” 

3.  There  shall  be  an  Inspector  for  the  area 
appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs. 

4.  The  Inspector  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  functions  conferred  upon  him  by  these 
regulations. 

Subdivisions. 

5.  The  approving  officer  as  defined  in  the 
“  Land  Registry  Act  ”  shall  not  approve  of  a 
plan  of  subdivision  unless,  in  addition  to  com¬ 
pliance  with  section  85  of  the  “  Land  Registry 
Act,”  there  is  compliance  with  the  principles 
and  requirements  prescribed  in  Regulations  6 
and  7  hereof,  except  where  provision  for  the 
relaxation  of  said  regulations  is  made  herein. 

6.  No  land  shall  be  subdivided  into  lots  or 
parcels  for  building  purposes  unless: — 

{a)  A  method  of  sewage-disposal  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  the  Medical  Health  Officer  is 
possible  for  each  lot: 

(b)  Each  lot  in  a  residential  district  is  at 
least  six  thousand  square  feet  in  area 
and,  in  addition,  is  at  least  fifty  feet 
wide  and  at  least  one  hundred  feet  deep, 
or  in  a  commercial  or  industrial  district 
is  at  least  twenty-five  feet  wide  and  at 
least  one  hundred  feet  deep; 

(c)  Each  lot  abuts  on  a  public  highway: 

(d)  The  approving  officer  is  satisfied  that 
the  subdivision  design  is  suited  to  the 
configuration  of  the  land  in  and  about 
the  area  proposed  to  be  sudivided,  and 
to  the  adjoining  subdivisions: 

{e)  Road  allowances  have  been  located  so 
that  the  constructed  road  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  a  seven-per-cent,  grade  in  the  case 
of  major  traffic  roads  and  twelve  per 
cent,  in  the  case  of  all  other  roads: 

(/)  Every  road  allowance  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  approving  officer  is  intended  for, 
or  likely  to  become,  a  major  traffic  road 
shall  be  at  least  sixty-six  feet  in  width 
and  every  other  road  allowance  is  at 
least  fifty  feet  in  width : 

{g)  All  road  and  lane  allowances  are  cleared 
and  graded  to  their  full  width  and 
gravelled  to  a  width  satisfactory  to  the 
approving  officer,  and  proper  road  and 
land  drainage  facilities,  including  all 
necessary  culvert-work,  satisfactory  to 
the  approving  officer,  are  pi’ovided: 

(h)  All  structures  of  any  kind,  including 
fences,  ai-e  removed  from  the  road  allow¬ 
ances  : 

{i)  The  Connaught  Heights  Waterworks 
District  is  satisfied  that  arrangements 
can  be  made  for  the  supply  of  water  and 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  adequate 
fire-protection. 

7.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in 
these  regulations,  the  approving  officer  may 
approve  of  subdivision  plans  not  complyinc 
therewith,  if  he  is  in  receipt  of  proof  that  such 
approval  is  agreed  to  by  the  Inspector. 

Buildings  and  Structures. 

8.  No  person  shall  commence  the  erection  or 
repair  of,  or  an  alteration  or  addition  to,  a 
building  or  structure  in  the  area  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit  in  respect  thereof  from  the 
Inspector.  Any  person  res))onsibIe  for  the 
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moving  into  or  within  the  area  or  the  commenc¬ 
ing  of  the  construction  of  any  structure  after 
the  date  of  effect  of  these  regulations,  and 
prior  to  the  appointment  of  the  Inspector,  is 
required  to  make  application  for  a  permit  in 
respect  thereof  to  the  Inspector. 

9.  No  person  shall  move  a  building  or  struc¬ 
ture  within  or  to  any  part  of  the  area  without 
first  obtaining  a  permit  in  respect  thereof  from 
the  Inspector. 

10.  Before  considering  an  application  for  a 
permit  the  Inspector  shall  require  the  appli¬ 
cant  to  furnish  evidence  of  compliance  with 
section  6  {g)  hereof,  in  addition  to  such  plans, 
specifications,  and  other  information  as  he 
thinks  proper. 

11.  Except  as  provided  in  section  32  hereof, 
the  Inspector  shall  not  issue  a  permit  for  any 
building  or  structure  unless  it  complies  with 
the  requirements  of  clauses  (a)  to  (h)  of  this 
regulation. 

(n)  Any  building  intended  for  human  or 
animal  habitation,  or  as  a  place  where 
people  may  congregate,  such  as  a  com¬ 
munity  hall,  dance-hall,  or  similar  use, 
or  as  a  food-catering  establishment, 
shall  have  provision  made  for  sewage- 
disposal  satisfactory  to  the  Medical 
Health  Officer,  and  the  water-supply 
shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Medical 
Health  Officer: 

(h)  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  dwell¬ 
ing  on  each  six  thousand  square  feet  of 
land,  except  where  subdivision  into  par¬ 
cels  of  less  area  has  been  made  prior  to 
the  date  of  these  regulations  or  as  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  section  7  of  these  regula¬ 
tions,  in  which  case  a  minimum  area  of 
land  of  four  thousand  square  feet  shall 
be  required  for  each  dwelling: 

(c)  Structural  details  and  plumbing  instal¬ 
lations  shall  comply  with  the  National 
Building  Code  of  the  National  Research 
Council  of  Canada: 

id)  No  building  intended  for  human  habita¬ 
tion  shall  have  a  floor  area  of  less  than 
five  hundred  square  feet: 

(e)  The  window  area  in  any  I’oom  intended 
for  human  habitation  shall  be  at  least 
one-tenth  the  floor  area : 

if)  Where  sewer  facilities  are  available, 
every  building  intended  to  be  used  for 
human  habitation  shall  be  provided  with 
at  least  one  sink  and  one  toilet  and  one 
bathtub  or  shower  properly  connected  to 
the  sewer: 

ig)  Where  land  is  or  is  to  be  occupied  by 
more  than  three  dwellings  per  acre  or 
more  than  three  families  per  acre,  if  a 
sufficient  water-supply  is  available,  flush- 
toilets  draining  into  septic  tanks  or 
otherwise  satisfactory  to  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  shall  be  provided: 

ih)  Where  privies  are  permitted,  they  shall 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  section 
16  (/)  of  the  Regulations  for  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Control  of  Industrial  Camps: 

(?)  On  each  side  of  Eighth  Avenue  no  build¬ 
ing  shall  be  constructed  nearer  to  the 
street-line  than  seven  feet. 

12.  (a)  Tourist  camps  conforming  with  the 
regulaHons  of  the  “  Tourist  Camp  Regulation 
Act  ”  shall  be  exempted  from  the  requirements 
of  section  11  hereof. 

(6)  Tourist  camps  shall  be  located  only  on 
sites  approved  by  the  Appeal  Board. 

(c)  Any  installation,  erection,  or  use  of  elec¬ 
trical  equipment  shall  be  subject  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  “  Electrical  Energy  Inspection 
Act,”  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector 
to  refer  all  such  matters  to  the  Chief  Inspector 
of  Electrical  Energy. 

id)  All  structures  shall  conform  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act  ”  and  with 
any  regulations  made  pursuant  thereto. 
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13.  The  Inspector  may  withhold  a  permit 
for,  or  order  the  removal  of,  any  structui’e,  the 
existence  of  which  is  in  his  opinion  contrary  to 
public  interest.  The  Inspector  in  his  order  for 
removal  shall  name  a  time  by  which  such  struc¬ 
ture  shall  be  removed. 

14.  If  a  permittee  has  not  commenced  to 
exercise  his  rights  under  the  permit  within 
six  months  from  date  of  issue,  the  permit  shall 
expire. 

15.  Where  a  i)erson  obtains  a  permit,  he 
shall  carry  out  the  con.struction  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  on  which  the  permit  is  based 
and  not  otherwise. 

16.  The  Inspectoi-  shall  have  power  to  entei- 
upon  and  inspect  every  building  in  course  of 
construction  in  the  area. 

17.  If  any  person  is  erecting  a  building  that 
is  not  pursuant  to  a  permit  or  that  is  not  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  on 
which  a  permit  is  based,  the  Inspector  may: — 

io)  Order  that  person  to  cease  building;  or 

ib)  Order  that  person  to  conform  to  the 
plans  and  specifications;  or 

ic)  Order  that  person  to  remove  the  build¬ 
ing  within  a  time-limit  to  be  stated  in 
the  order. 

18.  Every  person  to  whom  an  order  is  directed 
pursuant  to  these  regulations  shall  obey  the 
order. 

19.  The  owner  of  any  building  which  does 
not  conform  to  Regulation  11  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Inspector  to  make  such  alterations  or 
additions  or  do  anything  that  may  be  nece.ssary 
to  bring  said  building  into  conformity  with 
these  regulations  by  a  date  to  be  specified  in 
the  order. 

Zoning. 

20.  The  area  is  divided  into  districts  of  the 
following  classes: — 

(a)  An  “urban  district”  being  a  district 
coloured  yellow  on  a  plan  deposited  in 
the  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs 
and  also  in  the  office  of  the  Government 
Agent  at  New  Westminster: 

ib)  A  “commercial  district”  being  a  district 
coloured  purple  on  said  plan : 

(c)  An  “industrial  district”  being  a  district 
coloured  red  on  said  plan. 

21.  (1)  No  person  shall  use  land  in  an 
urban  district  for  uses  other  than: — 

(a)  Residences,  churches,  schools,  commu¬ 
nity  halls,  greenhouses,  and  other  uses 
deemed  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  to  come 
with  the  meaning  of  “  customary  resi¬ 
dential  uses  ” : 

ib)  Rural  uses,  other  than  the  raising  of 
animals  except  as  provided  in  clause  (2) 
hereof,  provided  that  where  a  rural  use 
creates,  or  is  likely  to  create,  a  public 
nuisance  the  Medical  Health  Officer  may 
order  its  discontinuance: 

(c)  Uses  customarily  incident  to  the  above 
uses,  and  accessory  buildings  located  in 
a  rear  yard,  provided  that  a  building  to 
shelter  domestic  animals  must  be  situ¬ 
ated  not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  from 
the  street  in  front  or  from  any  other 
dwelling  or  from  any  well,  spring,  or 
creek,  and  further  provided  that  all  such 
accessory  buildings  shall  not  occupy 
more  than  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  rear 
yard. 

(2)  The  keeping  of  horses,  cows,  goats, 
sheep,  or  fowl,  or  dogs  or  animals  for  breeding 
purposes  shall  not  be  permitted  except  with 
the  approval  of  the  Medical  Health  Officer. 

(3)  No  person  shall  erect  a  building  on  a 
site  unless  there  is  compliance  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  conditions: — 

(a)  The  height  of  a  building  shall  not  exceed 
thirty-five  feet  or  two  and  a  half  stories : 

ib)  No  building-site  shall  be  occupied  by 
buildings  to  more  than  thirty-three  per 
cent,  of  its  area: 

ic)  A  front  yard  shall  be  provided  not  less 
than  twenty-five  feet  in  depth: 
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((/)  A  rear  yard  shall  be  provided  not  less 
in  depth  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  of 
the  lot  depth,  and  in  any  case  not  less 
than  twenty-five  feet: 

(e)  Side  yards  shall  be  provided,  not  less  in 
width  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  width  of 
the  lot,  and  in  any  case  not  less  than 
five  feet,  provided  that  no  side  yard 
need  exceed  ten  feet  in  width,  and 
further  provided  that  where  a  building 
is  not  served  by  a  rear  lane,  one  side 
yard  at  least  ten  feet  in  width,  not  ob¬ 
structed  and  open  to  the  sky,  shall  be 
provided : 

(/)  On  a  corner  lot  the  yard  paralleling  the 
flanking  street  shall  be  not  less  than 
twelve  and  a  half  feet  wide. 

22.  In  a  commercial  district  land  may  be 
used  for  the  purposes  specified  for  rural  and 
urban  districts,  or  for  retail  stores  and  similar 
commercial  uses,  offices,  and  service-stations, 
but  not  for  industrial  establishments  employ¬ 
ing  over  six  permanent  employees,  or  other 
uses  not  deemed  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  to 
come  within  the  meaning  of  the  term  com¬ 
mercial  use.  Where  a  building  is  to  be  used 
for  retail  or  other  commercial  uses  where  there 
is  no  public  lane,  provision  shall  be  made  for 
access  to  the  rear  of  the  building  where  load¬ 
ing  and  unloading  operations  shall  be  conducted 
off  the  public  highway.  Uses  permitted  in 
Regulation  22  shall  conform  to  the  height  and 
yard  requirements  of  Regulation  21. 

23.  In  an  industrial  district  any  lawful  use 
is  permitted,  except  that  no  buildings  on  any 
site  shall  be  used  for  human  habitation  by  any 
person  other  than  the  watchman  employed  by 
the  industrial  use  on  the  same  site,  and  his 
immediate  family. 

24.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Regu¬ 
lations  21,  22,  and  23  hereof,  a  tourist  camp 
may  be  established  in  any  district  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeal,  which, 
before  giving  its  decision,  shall  give  the  owners 
of  adjacent  property  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  with  reference  thereto. 

25.  Any  use  of  land  or  buildings  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  Regulations  21  to  24,  in¬ 
clusive,  but  which  existed  prior  to  the  coming 
into  effect  of  these  regulations,  may  be  con¬ 
tinued,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein. 

Removal  of  Buildings. 

26.  If  the  Medical  Health  Officer  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  area  finds  that  any  building 
is  dangerous  to  health,  he  shall  so  notify  the 
owner  of  the  land  whereon  said  building  is 
situated,  and  he  may  either: — 

(n)  Require  the  owner  to  put  the  building 
in  a  safe  condition  within  the  period  of 
time  limited  on  the  order;  or 

(h)  Require  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the 
building  to  vacate  it  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  the  order,  and  he  may 
also  order  the  owner  to  demolish  the 
building  within  a  period  of  time  limited 
in  the  order. 

Appeal. 

27.  (1)  Except  in  the  case  of  subdivision 
requirements  in  respect  of  which  provision  for 
appeal  is  made  in  the  “  Land  Registry  Act,” 
any  person  who  considers  that  any  refusal  to 
grant  him  a  permit  or  any  order  issued  to  him 
undei’  these  regulations  will  cause  him  undue 
hardship  shall  have  a  right  of  appeal  by  way 
of  a  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

(2)  Any  person  exercising  the  right  of  ap¬ 
peal  shall  file  with  the  seci’etary  of  the  Board 
of  Appeal  within  ten  days  of  the  giving  of  any 
decision  under  the  foregoing  regulations  a 
written  notice  of  appeal  therefrom,  which  shall 
state  clearly  the  grounds  upon  which  the  ap¬ 
peal  is  made.  The  appellant  shall  therein  give 
an  address  to  which  all  notices  may  be  mailed. 

(3)  The  secretai'y  shall  notify  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Appeal  of  said  notice  of  ai)peal, 
and  the  said  chairman  shall  set  a  <late  foi'  the 


hearing  of  the  appeal,  which  shall  be  within 
seven  days  of  the  filing  of  the  notice  of  appeal. 
Two  days’  notice  of  the  said  hearing  shall  be 
mailed  by  the  secretary,  by  registered  mail,  to 
the  appellant,  posted  to  the  address  given  in 
said  notice  of  appeal,  and  also  to  such  other 
persons  as  may  be  designated  by  said  chairman. 

28.  (a)  The  Board  of  Appeal  shall  consist 
of  three  members  who  are  resident  in  the  area 
and  are  registered  as  the  owners  of  land  there¬ 
in.  Two  of  the  members  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs,  and  the 
third  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  other 
appointees  and  shall  act  as  chairman. 

(b)  In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  from  office  of  any  member  of  the 
Board,  the  vacancy  thereby  created  shall  be 
filled  within  thirty  days  after  the  death,  resig¬ 
nation,  or  removal,  and  until  the  appointment 
of  a  successor  to  such  member  the  remaining 
members  shall  constitute  the  Board. 

(c)  The  decision  in  writing  of  all  or  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peal  shall  constitute  the  decision  of  the  Board. 

29.  The  Board  of  Appeal  may  hear  witnesses 
and  take  any  other  steps  it  may  consider  neces¬ 
sary  to  ensure  a  proper  consideration. 

30.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Appeal 
shall  have  authority  to  administer  oaths  to  the 
witnesses  on  the  appeal. 

31.  In  disposing  of  appeals,  the  Board  of 
Appeal  may  make  such  relaxations  of  these 
regulations,  or  of  any  order  issued  pursuant  to 
these  regulations,  as  it  considers  necessary  to 
ensure  substantial  justice. 

32.  Where  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peal  relaxes  any  of  the  regulations  herein,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  Inspector  to  issue  a 
permit  or  an  order  conforming  to  said  decision. 

33.  The  Inspector  shall  act  as  secretary  to 
the  Board  of  Appeal  and  shall  keep  a  record  of 
proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  said  Board.  He 
shall  forward  a  copy  of  the  decision  of  the 
Board  in  respect  to  any  appeal  to  the  appellant 
concerned. 

Penalty. 

34.  Any  person  failing  to  carry  out  any  pro¬ 
visions  of  an  order  issued  pursuant  to  these 
regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and 
shall  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  ten  days  such  violation  continues. 

Date  of  Effect. 

35.  These  regulations  (with  the  exception  of 
Regulations  35,  36,  37,  38,  39,  and  40,  which 
shall  come  into  operation  immediately)  shall 
not  come  into  operation  until  after  there  has 
been  a  hearing  before  the  Government  Agent 
at  New  Westminster. 

3().  The  hearing  shall  be  held  at  a  place  and 
time  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  Government  Agent, 
and  the  Government  Agent  may  adjourn  the 
hearing  from  time  to  time. 

37.  The  Government  Agent  shall  cause  to  be 
published  in  two  issues  of  The  British  Colum¬ 
bian  a  notice  setting  forth  the  place  and  time 
of  the  hearing,  and  stating  that  the  purpose  of 
the  hearing  shall  be  tbe  consideration  of  these 
regulations,  and  that  copies  of  the  regulations 
may  be  inspected  in  the  office  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Agent  in  New  Westminster  at  any  time 
during  office  hours. 

38.  At  the  hearing  the  Government  Agent 
shall  hear  such  representations  I'elating  to 
these  regulations  as  arc  then  made  to  him. 

39.  After  the  hearing  is  completed  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  Agent  shall  make  and  send  to  the 
Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs  a  report  of  the 
heai'ing. 

40.  Upon  submission  of  the  report  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council  may,  with  or  with¬ 
out  amending  the  regulations,  fix  the  date  on 
which  the  regulations  shall  come  into  operation., 
:!651-my27 
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T>URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  Part  III  of 
the  “  Town  Planning-  Act,”  being-  chapter 
287  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1936,”  as  amended.  His  Honour  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to 
approve  the  following  regulations: — 

1.  Description. — These  regulations  shall  ap¬ 
ply  to  the  area  defined  as  follows:  Section  92, 
Victoria  Land  District  and  North  Saanich 
Land  District,  save  and  excepting  all  that  area 
contained  within  the  boundaries  of  any  Indian 
reserve  and  any  property  of  His  Majesty  the 
King-  in  the  right  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

2.  The  area  defined  in  Regulation  1  is  here¬ 
inafter  called  “  the  area,”  and  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  North  Saanich  Regulated  Area.” 

3.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
appoint  an  Inspector  for  the  Area. 

4.  The  Inspector  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  functions  conferred  upon  him  by  these 
regulations. 


Subdivisions. 


5.  The  approving-  officer  as  defined  in  the 
“  Land  Registi-y  Act  ”  shall  not  approve  of  a 
plan  of  subdivision  unless,  in  addition  to  com¬ 
pliance  with  section  85  of  the  “  Land  Registry 
Act,”  there  is  compliance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  prescribed  in  Regulations  6  and  7  here¬ 
of,  except  where  provision  for  the  relaxation  of 
said  regulations  is  made  herein,  provided  that 
the  approving  officer,  in  cases  whei-e  he  con¬ 
siders  strict  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  Regulation  6  would  cause  undue  hardship, 
may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Inspector,  approve 
a  plan  of  subdivision  without  compliance  with 
the  requiiements  prescribed  in  Regulation  6. 

6.  No  land  shall  be  subdivided  into  lots  or 
parcels  for  building-  purposes  unless:  — 

(a)  A  method  of  sewage-disposal  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  the  Medical  Health  Officer  is 
possible  for  each  lot: 

(b)  Each  lot  in  a  residential  district  is  at 
least  seven  thousand  five  hundred  square 
feet  in  area  and,  in  addition,  is  at  least 
sixty  feet  in  width  and  at  least  one 
hundred  feet  in  depth,  or  in  a  com¬ 
mercial  or  industrial  district  is  at  least 
thirty  feet  in  width  and  at  least  one 
hundred  feet  in  depth.  Where  the  area 
proposed  to  be  subdivided  is  of  such  a 
shape,  or  the  design  of  an  adjoining  sub¬ 
division  is  such,  that  in  his  opinion  a 
variation  from  such  measurements  is 
justified,  the  approving-  officer  may  ap¬ 
prove  a  plan  showing  such  variation: 

(c)  Each  lot  or  parcel  resulting  from  the 
subdivision  abuts  on  a  public  highway: 

(d)  The  approving  officer  is  satisfied  that 
the  subdivision  design  is  suited  to  the 
configuration  of  the  land  in  and  about 
the  area  proposed  to  be  subdivided,  and 
to  the  road  plan  of  adjoining-  subdivi¬ 
sions  : 

(e)  All  road  allowances  in  the  subdivision 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  approving 
officer,  form  a  part  or  extension  of  the 
“  Major  Road  Plan  ”  are  planned  to 
permit  a  finished  grade  not  exceeding 
seven  per  cent,  and  all  other  road  allow¬ 
ances  in  the  subdivision  are  planned  to 
permit  a  finished  grade  not  exceeding 
twelve  per  cent. : 

(/)  Any  road  allowance  in  the  subdivision 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  approving 
officer  forms  or  is  likely  to  form  a  part 
or  extension  of: — 

(i)  A  major  traffic  road,  is  at  least 
eighty  feet  wide; 

(ii)  A  secondary  traffic  road,  is  at 
least  sixty-six  feet  wide; 

and  all  other  road  allowances  in  the  sub¬ 
division  are  at  least  fifty  feet  wide. 


Such  minimum  widths  shall  be  increased 
where  so  required  by  the  approving- 
officer. 

Where  a  proposed  subdivision  abuts 
on  an  existing  road,  half  of  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  existing-  width  and 
the  required  width,  for  the  class  of  road 
above  detailed,  shall  be  provided  by 
land  taken  from  the  subdivision;  pro¬ 
vided  that  where  highway  plans  or  other 
conditions  require  a  greater  width,  as 
indicated  by  the  approving  officer,  pro¬ 
vision  for  such  width  shall  be  made  in 
a  similar  manner: 

(y)  All  road  allowances  are  graded  and 
gravelled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  ap¬ 
proving-  officer: 

(h)  All  structures  of  any  kind,  including 
fences,  ai  e  removed  from  the  road  allow¬ 
ances: 

(.9  The  land  is  not  swamp  land  and  is  not 
subject  to  intermittent  or  periodic  fiood- 

.  .  .  . 

7.  The  subdivision  of  land  in  rural  districts 

into  parcels  of  less  than  two  acres  shall  not  be 
approved  except  on  the  recommendation  in 
writing  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

Buildings. 

8.  No  person  shall  commence  the  erection  of, 
or  an  alteration  or  addition  to,  or  a  repair 
affecting  the  structural  stability  of  a  building 
cr  structure  in  the  area  without  first  obtaining 
a  permit  in  respect  thereof  from  the  Inspector. 

9.  No  person  shall  move  a  building-  or  struc-  • 
ture,  other  than  small  accessory  buildings  or 
structures  within  a  rural  district,  within  or  to 
any  part  of  the  area  without  first  obtaining  a 
permit  in  respect  thereof  from  the  Inspector. 

10.  Before  considering  an  application  for  a 
permit,  the  Inspector  shall  require  the  appli¬ 
cant  to  furnish  evidence  of  compliance  with 
Regulation  6  (g)  hereof,  and  such  plans,  speci¬ 
fications,  and  other  information  as  he  thinks 
proper. 

11.  Except  as  provided  in  Regulation  37 
hereof,  the  Inspector  shall  not  issue  a  permit 
for  any  building-  unless  it  complies  with  the 
requirements  of  the  following  clauses:- — ■ 

(a)  Any  building-  intended  for  human  or 
animal  habitation,  or  as  a  place  where 
people  may  congregate,  such  as  a  com¬ 
munity  hall,  dance-hall,  or  similar  use, 
or  as  a  food-catering  establishment, 
shall  have  provision  made  for  sewage- 
disposal  satisfactory  to  the  Medical 
Health  Officer,  and  the  water-supply 
shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Medical 
Health  Officer; 

(5)  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  dwell¬ 
ing  on  each  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
square  feet  of  land,  except  where  sub¬ 
division  into  parcels  of  less  area  has 
been  made  prior  to  the  date  of  these 
regulations  or  as  provided  for  in  Regula¬ 
tions  5  and  7  hereof,  in  which  case  a 
minimum  area  of  land  of  six  thousand 
square  feet  shall  be  required  for  each 
dwelling;  provided,  however,  that  this 
shall  apply  to  single-  and  two-family 
dwellings  only  and  not  to  living-quarters 
forming  part  of  a  store  or  similar  com¬ 
mercial  use  or  to  multiple  dwellings: 

(c)  Structural  details  and  plumbing  instal¬ 
lations  shall  comply  with  the  National 
Building  Code  of  the  National  Research 
Council  of  Canada: 

(d)  No  building  intended  for  human  habita¬ 
tion  shall  have  a  floor  area  of  less  than 
five  hundred  square  feet: 

(e)  The  window  area  in  any  room  intended 
for  use  for  human  habitation  shall  be 
at  least  one-tenth  the  floor  area; 

(/)  Where  adequate  sewage-disposal  and 
sufficient  water  facilities  are  available, 
every  building  intended  to  be  used  for 
human  habitation  shall  be  provided  with 
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at  least  one  sink  and  one  toilet  and  one 
bathtub  or  shower  properly  connected  to 
the  approved  sewage-disposal  system : 

(</)  Where  land  is  occupied  or  is  to  be  occu¬ 
pied  by  more  than  three  dwellings  per 
acre  or  by  more  than  three  families  per 
acre,  if  a  sufficient  water-supply  is 
available,  flush-toilets  draining  into  sep¬ 
tic  tanks  or  otherwise  satisfactory  to  the 
Medical  Health  Officer  shall  be  provided: 

(h)  Where  privies  are  permitted,  they  shall 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  section 
16  (/)  of  the  Regulations  for  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Control  of  Industrial  Camps: 

(/)  No  septic  tank  or  building,  other  than 
accessory  buildings  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Medical  Health  Officer,  are  not 
likely  to  cause  pollution  of  water,  shall 
be  erected  within  a  less  distance  than 
fifty  feet  from  the  normal  high-water 
line  of  any  lake,  the  waters  of  which  are 
used  for  swimming  or  drinking  by 
human  beings;  nor  from  any  stream 
draining  into  such  a  lake,  provided  that 
the  prohibition  in  the  case  of  said  stream 
may  be  waived  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Medical  Health  Officer. 

12.  (a)  Tourist  camps  conforming  with  the 
regulations  made  under  the  “  Tourist  Camp 
Regulation  Act  ”  shall  be  exempted  from  the 
requirements  of  Regulation  11  hereof. 

(b)  Tourist  camps  shall  be  located  only  on 
sites  approved  by  the  Appeal  Board. 

(c)  Tourist  camps  shall  not  be  occupied  by 
other  than  transient  guests  or  bona-fide  tour¬ 
ists  without  the  consent  of  the  Appeal  Board. 

(d)  Any  installation,  erection,  or  use  of  elec¬ 
trical  equipment  shall  be  subject  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  “  Electrical  Energy  Inspection 
Act.” 

(e)  All  structures  shall  conform  with  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act  ”  and 
with  any  regulations  pursuant  thereto. 

13.  The  Inspector  may  withhold  a  permit 
for,  or  order  the  removal  of,  any  structure,  the 
existence  of  which  is  in  his  opinion  contrary  to 
public  interest.  The  Inspector  in  his  order  for 
i-emoval  shall  name  a  time  by  which  such  struc¬ 
ture  shall  be  removed  and  give  the  reasons  for 
requiring  said  removal. 

14.  If  a  permittee  has  not  commenced  to 
exercise  his  rights  under  the  permit  within  six 
months  from  date  of  issue,  the  permit  shall 
expire. 

15.  Where  a  person  obtains  a  permit,  he 
shall  carry  out  the  construction  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  on  which  the  permit  is  based 
and  not  otherwise. 

16.  The  Inspector  shall  have  power  to  enter 
upon  and  inspect  every  building  in  the  course 
of  construction  in  the  area. 

17.  If  any  person  is  erecting  a  building  with¬ 
out  a  permit,  or  that  is  not  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  and  specifications  on  which  the  per¬ 
mit  is  based,  the  Inspector  may:  — 

(a)  Order  that  person  to  cease  building;  or 

(b)  Order  that  person  to  conform  to  the 
plans  and  specifications;  or 

(c)  Order  that  person  to  remove  the  build¬ 
ing  within  a  time-limit  to  be  stated  in 
the  order. 

18.  With  the  consent  of  the  Appeal  Board 
the  owner  of  any  building  that  does  not  con¬ 
form  to  Regulation  11  hereof  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Inspector  to  make  such  alterations  or 
additions  or  do  anything  that  may  be  necessary 
to  bring  said  buildings  into  conformity  with 
said  regulation  by  a  date  to  be  specified  in  the 
order. 

19.  Every  person  to  whom  an  order  is  di¬ 
rected  pursuant  to  these  regulations  shall  obey 
the  order. 

Zoning. 

20.  The  area  is  divided  into  districts  of  the 
following  classes:  — 

{(i)  A  “rural  district”  being  a  district 
shown  uncoloured  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  area  bordered  red  on  a  plan  de¬ 


posited  in  the  Department  of  Municipal 
Affairs  and  also  in  the  office  of  the 
British  Columbia  Provincial  Police  in 
Sidney: 

(b)  An  “urban  district”  being  a  district 
coloured  yellow  on  said  plan : 

(c)  A  “commercial  district”  being  a  district 
coloured  purple  on  said  plan : 

(d)  An  “  industrial  district  ”  being  a  district 
coloured  grey  on  said  plan. 

21.  Land  in  a  rural  district  shall  not  be  sub¬ 
divided  into  lots  of  less  than  two  acres  except 
as  otherwise  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Appeal. 

22.  No  person  shall  use  land  in  a  rural 
district  for  other  than  the  usual  rural  or  resi¬ 
dence  uses,  which  shall  include  agriculture  and 
horticulture  and  associated  uses  but  shall  not 
include  retail  stores  and  similar  commercial 
uses  or  factories. 

23.  In  an  urban  district: — 

(1)  No  person  shall  use  land  for  purposes 
other  than : — 

(а)  Residences,  churches,  schools,  community 
halls,  non-commercial  greenhouses,  and 
other  uses  deemed  by  the  Board  of 
Appeal  to  come  within  the  meaning  of 
“  customary  residential  uses  ” : 

(б)  Rural  uses,  other  than  the  raising  of 
animals  except  as  provided  in  clause  (2) 
hereof,  provided  that  where  a  rural  use 
creates  or  is  likely  to  create  a  public 
nuisance  the  Medical  Health  Officer  may 
order  its  discontinuance: 

(c)  Accessory  buildings  located  in  a  rear 
yard  and  uses  customarily  incident  to 
the  above  uses,  provided  that  a  building 
to  shelter  domestic  animals  must  be 
stituated  not  less  than  one  hundred  feet 
from  any  well,  spring,  or  creek,  and  if 
less  than  one  hundred  feet  then  as  far 
as  the  shape  and  size  of  the  lot  permits 
from  a  dwelling  on  the  same  or  any  ad¬ 
jacent  lots. 

(2)  The  keeping  of  domestic  or  domesticated 
animals  shall  be  permitted  unless  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  otherwise  decides. 

(3)  No  person  shall  erect  a  building  on  a 
site  unless  there  is  compliance  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  conditions: — 

(a)  The  height  of  a  building  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  thirty-five  feet  or  two  and  a  half 
stories: 

(b)  No  building-site  shall  be  occupied  by 
buildings  to  more  than  thirty-three  per 
cent,  of  its  area: 

(c)  A  rear  yard  shall  be  provided  of  not 
less  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
lot-depth,  and  it  shall  in  no  case  be  less 
than  twenty-five  feet  in  depth : 

(d)  Side  yards  shall  be  provided  not  less 
in  width  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  width 
of  the  site,  and  in  any  case  not  less  than 
five  feet,  provided  that  no  side  yard  need 
exceed  ten  feet  in  width,  and  further 
provided  that  where  a  building  is  not 
served  by  a  rear  lane,  one  side  yard  at 
least  ten  feet  in  width,  not  obstructed 
and  open  to  the  sky,  shall  be  provided : 

(e)  On  a  corner  lot  at  the  rear  of  which 
are  lots  fronting  on  the  flanking  street, 
the  yard  paralleling  the  flanking  street 
shall  be  not  less  than  twelve  and  a  half 
feet  wide. 

24.  In  a  commercial  district,  land  may  be 
used  for  the  purposes  specified  in  rural  and 
urban  districts,  or  for  retail  stores  and  similar 
commercial  uses,  offices,  and  service-stations 
or  tradesmen’s  shops  normally  carried  on  as 
small  businesses,  but  not  for  industrial  estab¬ 
lishments  or  other  uses  not  deemed  by  the 
Board  of  Appeal  to  come  within  the  meaning 
of  the  term  “  commercial  uses.”  Where  a 
building  is  to  be  used  for  retail  or  other  com¬ 
mercial  uses  where  there  is  no  public  lane, 
provision  shall  be  made  for  access  to  the  rear 
of  the  building,  where  loading  and  unloading 
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operations  shall  be  conducted,  off  the  public 
highway.  Uses  permitted  in  Regulation  23 
shall  conform  to  the  height  and  yard  require¬ 
ments  of  Regulation  23. 

25.  In  an  industrial  district  any  lawful  use 
is  permitted,  provided,  however,  that  any 
buildings  used  for  human  habitation  shall  con¬ 
form  to  Regulations  11  and  23  hereof,  and 
further  provided  that  no  building  and  no  land 
shall  be  used  for  any  business  or  industry 
which  is  obnoxious  by  reason  of  the  emission  of 
smoke,  gas,  fumes,  noise,  or  odour  unless  its 
maintenance  has  been  authorized  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Health  Act.” 

2(5.  The  height  limitations  contained  herein 
shall  not  apply  to  windmills,  silos,  grain-eleva¬ 
tors,  and  similar  structures,  nor  shall  they 
apply  to  chimneys,  towers,  spires,  occupying 
less  than  seven  per  cent,  of  the  site  area. 

27.  No  person  shall  erect  a  building  on  a  lot 
so  that  any  main  front  wall  will  be  closer  to 
the  street  in  front  than  twenty  feet. 

28.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Regu¬ 
lations  22,  23,  24,  and  25  hereof: — 

(a)  A  tourist  camp  may  be  established  in 
any  district  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Appeal,  but  no  part  shall 
be  used  as  a  permanent  residence  unless 
it  complies  with  the  height  and  area 
requirements  of  Regulation  23 : 

(b)  Commercial  uses  shall  be  permitted  in 
residential  districts,  only  in  tbe  same 
block  and  facing  the  same  street  as  a 
commercial  use  which  exists  at  the  date 
of  these  regulations,  and  with  the  ap- 
pi'oval  of  the  Board  of  Appeal.  Such 
permitted  use  shall  conform  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Regulation  24  hereof. 

29.  (1)  Any  use  of  land  or  buildings  con¬ 
trary  to  the  provisions  of  Regulations  20  to 
28,  inclusive,  but  which  existed  prior  to  the 
coming  into  effect  of  these  regulations,  may  be 
continued,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  medical 
Health  Officer  and  the  Inspector  such  continu¬ 
ance  is  prejudicial  to  public  health  or  interest. 

(2)  No  non-conforming  use  which  has  been 
discontinued  for  thirty  days  shall  be  renewed. 

(3)  The  lawful  use  of  a  building  existing  at 
the  time  of  the  coming  into  effect  of  these  regu¬ 
lations,  although  such  use  does  not  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  Regulations  20  to  28,  inclu¬ 
sive,  may  be  extended  throughout  the  building, 
but  no  structural  alterations  shall  be  made  nor 
shall  the  non-conforming  use  be  carried  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  existing  building. 

Removal  of  Buildings. 

30.  If  the  Medical  Health  Officer  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  area  finds  that  any  building 
is  dangerous  to  health,  he  shall  so  notify  the 
owner  of  the  land,  and  he  may  either: — 

(a)  Require  the  owner  to  put  the  building 
in  a  safe  condition  within  the  period  of 
time  limited  in  the  order;  or 

(b)  Require  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the 
building  to  vacate  it  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  the  order,  and  he  may 
also  order  the  owner  to  demolish  the 
building  within  a  time  limited  in  the 
order. 

Appeal. 

31.  (1)  Except  in  the  case  of  subdivision  re¬ 
quirements  in  respect  of  which  provision  for 
appeal  is  made  in  the  “  Land  Registry  Act,” 
any  person  who  considers  that  any  refusal  to 
grant  him  a  permit,  or  any  order  issued  to 
him  under  these  regulations,  will  cause  him 
undue  hardship  shall  have  a  right  of  appeal  by 
way  of  a  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Appeal. 


(2)  Any  person  exercising  the  right  of  ap¬ 
peal  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Appeal  within  ten  days  of  the  giving  of  any 
decision  under  the  foregoing  regulations  a 
written  notice  of  appeal  therefrom,  which  shall 
state  clearly  the  grounds  upon  which  the  ap¬ 
peal  is  made.  The  appellant  shall  therein  give 
an  address  to  which  all  notices  may  be  mailed. 

(3)  The  secretary  shall  notify  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Appeal  of  said  notice  of  appeal, 
and  the  said  chairman  shall  set  a  date  for  the 
hearing  of  the  appeal,  which  shall  be  within 
seven  days  of  the  filing  of  the  notice  of  appeal. 
Four  days’  notice  of  the  said  hearing  shall  be 
mailed  by  the  secretary,  by  registered  mail,  to 
the  appellant,  posted  to  the  address  given  in 
said  notice  of  appeal,  and  also  to  such  other 
persons  as  may  be  designated  by  said  chairman. 
Where  the  appeal  is  for  permission  to  establish 
a  tourist  camp  as  provided  in  section  28  hereof, 
any  of  the  owners  or  occupants  of  adjacent 
lands  whom  the  chairman  deems  may  be 
affected  thereby  shall  be  notified  of  the  hearing 
of  the  appeal. 

32.  (1)  The  Board  of  Appeal  shall  consist 
of  five  members  who  shall  hold  office  for  two 
years  only,  unless  reappointed.  Each  member 
shall  be  a  resident  registered  land-owner  in  the 
area,  and  shall  be  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Board  by  the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  resident  land- 
owners  in  the  area.  The  Board  shall  be  pre¬ 
sided  over  by  a  chairman,  to  be  chosen  annu¬ 
ally  by  the  members  thereof.  Three  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(2)  In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  from  office  of  any  member  of  the 
Board,  the  vacancy  thereby  created  shall  be 
filled  within  thirty  days  after  the  death,  resig¬ 
nation,  or  removal;  and  until  the  appointment 
of  a  successor  to  such  member,  the  remaining 
members  shall  constitute  the  Board. 

33.  The  Board  of  Appeal  may  hear  witnesses 
and  take  any  other  steps  it  may  consider  neces¬ 
sary  to  ensure  a  proper  consideration. 

34.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Appeal 
shall  have  authority  to  administer  oaths  to  the 
witnesses  on  the  appeal. 

35.  In  disposing  of  appeals  the  Board  of 
Appeal  may  make  such  relaxations  of  these 
regulations,  or  of  any  order  issued  pursuant  to 
these  regulations,  as  the  Board  of  Appeal  con¬ 
siders  necessary  to  ensure  substantial  justice. 

36.  The  decision  in  writing  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  having 
jurisdiction  shall  be  the  decision  of  the  Board, 
and  the  Board  shall  not  be  required  to  read¬ 
judicate  the  same  appeal  on  the  same  set  of 
facts. 

37.  Where  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peal  relaxes  any  of  the  regulations  herein,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  Inspector  to  issue  a 
permit  or  an  order  conforming  to  said  decision. 

38.  The  Inspector  shall  act  as  secretary  to 
the  Board  of  Appeal  and  shall  keep  a  record 
of  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  said  Board. 
He  shall  forward  a  copy  of  the  decision  of  the 
Board  in  respect  to  any  appeal  to  the  appellant 
concerned. 

Penalty. 

39.  Any  person  failing  to  carry  out  any  pro¬ 
visions  of  an  order  issued  pursuant  to  these 
regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and 
shall  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  ten  days  such  violation  continues. 
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
